ATTEMPTED ABDUCTION IN ATTLE- 


DOKO'. 


Tba Taunton Itepublican gives the follow- 


ing in relation to the recent attempt nt ab- 
duclion in Attleboro': 


'"Ibe citizens of Attleboro' have been 


thoroughly excited this week over tbe at- 
tempt to fibduct a young lad}' from her 
hoarding house. The facts in the case are na 
follows: Miss Mary Prior, a girl about 1'.' 
'ears of age, whose father lives in Norton, 
ad worked in one of the shops in this vil- 


lage and supported by her own exertions 
previous to some time early last Spring, 
when she was taken sick with consumption, 
siuca which time she has been gradually 
failing. 
When uhe was :io longer able lo 


work, her dependent situation awakened the 
sympathies of her shopinates and many 
other people iu the village, who generously 
contributed to her support. 
She boarded at 


Mr. Albert Sinclair's on Park street, whero 
she was well cared for. She had a very de. 
cided choice lo remain among her Protest- 
ant friends rather than to bo taken to her 
Catholic relatives. 
An attempt was mado 


by her father, about a mouth ago, lo have 
her removed from her boarding-place, con- 
trary to her wishes. Fortunately, sho had 
friends enough at hand lo prevent her be- 
ing taken away. 


Monday afternoon her father, with Con- 


stable Colo, State Detective liraley and 
lawyer Coffer from Fall Mirer, drove up to 
her boarding-place, and before they could 
be prevented gained access to her room, and 
against her earnest protestalioiis forcibly 
took her away and carried her to Henry 
Grant's house on Pino street. This out- 
rageous proceeding aroused the indignation 
of the people generally. 
Consequently two 


of tho parties were at once arrested and 
taken before Justice Heed of Mansfield, and 
were held in $.100 bail to appear atTauntou 
on Thursday morning. In the evening after 
the abduction a number of persons gained 
access to tho house where Ibe sick girl was 
carried, and being requested by her to re- 
move her from the place, conveyed her to a 
bouse where she would bo well cared for 
among her friends. 
Two others of the 


party were arrested in the evening, and all 
appeared at Tnnnton on Tuesday morning, 
and were each he-Id in ff'MO bail to appear 
again on Thursday. 


Yesterday a largo number of prominent 


Attleboro people appeared at tho district 
court iu this city as witnesses in behalf of 
tho girl, who had for counsel James Brown, 
of Tatmlou. aud John Daggett and G-eo. A. 
Adams, of Attleboro. S. K. Townsend was 
counsel for Coffey and the defendants, who 
wore charged with falsely imprisoning tho 
yonug lady and endangering her life, with 
breaking aud eutoringand larceny of a chair 
and pillows, (which' were taken from tho 
house with the girl.)— Tho case occupied all 
day yesterday, and was continued today.
